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ABSTRACT 

This handbook includes general information about 
factors to consider when selecting a trade and technical school and 
detailed information about the program offerings of all of the 
private technical schools that were accredited by the Accrediting 
Commission of the National Association of Trade and Technical Schools 
as of September 1, 1987. Important factors to consider when comparing 
the feasibility of different careers are discussed in the first 
section. The second section contains alphabetically arranged 
descriptions of 98 careers that can be learned in two years or less 
along with state-coded lists of accredited trade and technical 
schools offering training programs in the specific occupational 
areas. Private career schools and guidelines for choosing one are the 
subject of the third section* The importance of accreditation is 
explained. The next section, a state-by-state listing of accredited 
trade anc technical schools, includes each school's address and a 
listing of its program offerings. A brief set of career questions and 
answers concludes the guide. (MN)

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Career Hunting? Here's How 



The first rule in planning your career is simple — take some time and do it! Most people 
never get around to learning about careers. They fall into a job and lifetime career patterns 
follow — and most people spend an average of 25 to 45 years on the job. 

Career planning takes thought and enough information to make a sound decision. Just 
a few hours of investigation will pay off many times. 

There's another important reason for thinking seriously about a career. Jobs are becom- 
ing increasingly specialized. The U.S. Department of Labor counts over 30,000 career 
specialties in existence today. 

New technologies are creating a demand for a highly skilled work force. As l result, 
employers are putting a premium on specific skills. In fact, the Labor Departme/it estimates 
that the majority of jobs through ?995 will require trade or technical training. 

Labor also predicts that "tremendous growth" and good career opportunities will be 
typical of the service- producing industries. The service-producing industries will account 
for 7 of every 10 workers. Health care, data processing, repair and maintenance, and 
legal assistant/paralegal careers are all expected to be good bets for steady, upward 
employment. 

First Steps... 

The first step in choosing a career is lO consider the variety of careers available today. 
Talk to yo?jr counselor about the possibilities, go to a library, or contact your state's 
labor department, then follow these pointers. 

YOURiNTERESTS. Do you enjoy helping people, working with your hands, working 
with numbers, creating, designing, being outdoors? Identify your likes and translate 
them into career possibilities: mechanics, dress design, allied health, electronic 
technology, advertising, computer programming. Probably the most important factor 
in career satisfaction is liking what you do. 

SALARY. What is the starting salary of your chosen career? What can you expect to 
earn after two or three years on the job? What about after 1 5 years? deck with 
employers. Get realistic estimates of what the return on your investment will be. 

ADVANCEMENT. Is the career you've chosen open-ended? Where will it lead you? 
If your goal is to eventually start your own business — will it allow you that 
opportunity? 

JOB DEMAND. Is there a need for your career specialty? Will your job be in demand 
or are there more people than jobs? .Mso, get long-range projections of demand. 
Choose a career with a good future. Make sure your job won't become obsolete in 
a few years. 

JOB MOBILITY. Where arc the jobs? In your locale? Or are jobs clustered in specific 
areas which would give you the opportunity to travel? For example, commercial 
divers usually have to relocate (sometimes overseas) while computer programmers 
work mostly in large and medium-sized cities. Medical workers, on the other hand, 
can be four»d everywhere. 

WORKING CONDITIONS. Find out exactly what a person in your chosen career 
docs — knew exactly what your duties and work environment will be. A career may 
sound glamorous or exciting but before you make up your mind get all !he facts. 
Don*l be unpleasantly surprised on the job. 

EDUCATIONAL REQUIREMENTS. Most good jobs today require specialized training 
beyond high school. Remember, quality not quantity counts. It's not how many 
years of education you have, it*s what type. Overall, specialized training is tnore 
"marketable'* than a general education. Find out what type of education you need 
in Older to qualify for your career. It may take a few months, or one or two years 
of training.

Private Career Schools That Teach Careers— 
And How To Choose One 



Most careers require specialized skills Neither a high schcx)! diploma nor a college 
degree is sufficient for many jobs. Among those careers which arc growing the fastest 
arc those requiring two years of training or less. 

There are many ways to obtain the skills for these careers. Schools that specialize in 
offering career training are called private trade and technical career schools. These small, 
single-purpose schools are experts in sending their graduates into the job maricet with skills. 

Private career schools have a no-nonsense approach to career education which is hard 
to find elsewhere. Practical knowledge and professionalism are stressed in concentrated 
training program where students frequently lean by solving real work problems in a 
job-like setting. 

PRACTICAL, TIME-SAVING PROGRAMS 

To save you time» training is intense, and only those courses related to your career 
choice are required. And while private trade and technical career schools charge tuition- 
some hundreds, some thousands of dollars — private career school courses are usually 
shorter, so you finish sooner. 

The courses are designed for those who have not been exposed to trade or technical 
training. Knowledge of math or science is not a prerequisite in many programs. 

You can find courses scheduled to start within a few weeks of the time you are ready 
to enroll. In most schools the same course will begin from 3 to 12 times a year. Classes 
are usually held five days a week and evening classes are generally available. 

ADMISSIONS 

The first requirement for admission to most schools is a desire to learn. Generally, 
accredited private trade and technical career schools require a high school diploma or 
General Educational Development (GED) However, work expenence may help to waive 
that requirement. 

NATTS schools do not discnminate in admission policies Minonty students seeking 
to enter fields previously closed to them will find open doors at NATTS schools. 

SMALL CLASSES 

Classes are usually small with ample time for individual attention from teachers. Private 
♦xade and technical career schools arc busy and fnendly places. You will quickly notice 
a unity of purpose in the schools because students are at work to learn, to prepare for a 
job, and to be successful. 



JOB PLACEMENT 

Another major feature of accredited pnvate trade and technical career schools is their 
emphasis on placement of graduates Training is most of the job, but since these schools 
are employment-onented institutions, placement is also very important. Moreover, a 
reputation of good placement is essential if a school is to thrive year after year, so 
occupational schools work closely with employers. This contact helps graduates find good 
jobs and employers find qualified employees. 

Schools provide placement assistance in a number of ways. In addition to seeking out 
ctual job openings, some schools conduct sessions in resume writing and interviewing 
as you near graduation. Others will arrange interviews or invite employers to interview 
at the school. 
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While placement rates vary from career to career, most men and women who are 
available for work after completing their training at a NATTS-accredited private trade or 
technical career school have little difficulty finding a job in their field. 

HOW TO CHOOSE A SCHOOL 

The first step is write to three or more schools offering training in your chosen career. 
Ask for their catalogs. Then compare each school according to the following checklist: 

STATE LICENSING. Is the school licensed by your state *spostsecondary schoo' licens- 
ing bureau? If the school's catalog doesn't indicate, check with the Department of 
Education in your state, A few states do not require licensing, but most do. 

ACCREDITATION, An important indicator, accreditation means the school has passed 
a thorough examination of its educational quality, teaching ability, and administrative 
integrity by an accrediting agency recognized by the U.S. Department of Education. 
Accreditation is usu Jly listed in the school's catalog, and it's a good idea to double- 
check with the accrediting agency itself. 

COURSES. Are the courses offered up to date, well rounded, and of high quality? 
Will they adequately prepare you for your field? Who teaches them— instructors with 
professional experience in the career? How long will training take? 

FACIUTIES AND EQUIPMENT. What type of buildings, classrooms, facilities, and 
equipment does the school offer? Is the equipment current with that being used in the 
field? 

HANDS-ON TRAINING. Does the school have a laboratory or shop setup which dupli- 
cates a real woric environment? Hands-on training enables students to obtain practical 
and valuable experience. 

PLACEMENT ASSISTANCE. Does the school offer regular placement assistance? How 
does it help find jobs for graduates? At what types of jobs are graduates placed? 

COST. What IS the total cost of tuition, supplies, and fees? Can you rea* ically afford 
the school? Find out what the school's refund policy is. 

Naturally, the very best way to check out a school is to visit it yourself. Choose a day 
when classes are in session. Talk to students — are they happy with their training? Look 
around at the buildings and equipment — how do they compare with the catalog description'' 
If possible, talk to graduates and find out what they think of the school

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Accreditation . . . Why It's Important to You 



Any schooling beyond high school costs quite a bit these days. Tuition, fees, supplies, 
and ii ,ome lost while you're in school make postsecondary education a considerable 
investment. You will expect it to pay off in a good, satisfying career. 

In order to get the most out of your investment, always get as much information about 
" Qj^ ^osen career and pnvate career school as possible. When choosing a private career 
r: D I r^'* check for accreditation. 



Accreditation is your assurance that a private career school has met national standards 
of educational performance which have been established by an impartial nongovernment 
agency The accredi of schools by professional, national, and regional associations 
of like schools— schools with similar objectives and like subject content— has long charac- 
terized the American education scene. Through the years, accreditation of schools ^-^s 
been the most authoritative and reliable index of a school's concern for integnty towutd 
its students and quality education. 

The Accrediting Commission of the National Association of Trade and Technical 
Schools evaluates private career schools offering occupational education at a pos^econdary 
level. While an accrediting agency is not part of the government, the U.S Department 
of Education has officially recognized several agencies. The NATTS Accrediting Commis- 
sion IS one such nationally recognized accrediting agency under the provisions of Chapter 
33 Title 38, U.S. Code and subsequent legislation. Since it is recognized by the Depart- 
ment of Education, students attending an accredited school may be entitled to participate 
in scholarship, grant, financial aid, and other assistance programs. 

Once begun the process of accreditation generally takes a year to complete. It includes 
a visit to the school by a team of specialists in education and in the career being taught 
by the school. The team asks the same questions a prospective student should— 

• Does the school clearly state its objectives and demonstrate overall ability to meet them^ 

• Does it have a qualified administrative staff and faculty? 

• Does It have fair and proper admissions and enrollment practices in terms of educational 
benefits to the students? 

• Does It provide educationally sound and up-to-date courses and methods of instruction'' 

• Does It demonstrate satisfactory student progress and success to include acceptance of 
graduates by employers? 

• Is It fair and truthful in all advertising, promotional, and other representations'' 

• Does it reflect financially sound business operations? 

• Does It provide and maintain adequate physical facilities, classrooms, and laboratories'' 

• Does it provide sludent and administrative accounting? 

The NATTS Accrediting Commission admits only those schools which give evidence 
that they meet accreditation standards. Schools listed in ihe next section hi*v- demonstrated 
they have met these standards The Commission meets three umc<^ a , to revirw 
schools applying for accreditation or reaccieditation and may add schawls U, accredited 
list or delete others from it An accredited school is reviewed every five ycirs lo ensure 
It continues to meet the Commission's standards Alwa>5 lock for accre^iitation whether 
you are considering a university, college, or private career school

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Career Questions and Answers 



Q. Isn't college rrally the best way to get a good job? 

A Any good job i jquircs a specialized skill that is in demand. Doctors, lawyers, nuclear scientists, 
and petroleum engineers achieve their skills through college. Plumbers, carpenters, computer 
operators, and medical lab technicians acquire their skills in other ways — apprenticeships, on-ihe- 
job training, or through a pnvate career school Yet they all have good career opportunities 

Remember, the college boom began when people saw college as the route to a good career. And 
when degrees were scarce, it was Now, the job market emphas's is on technical training. What 
counts is having a "marketable skill." 

Q What is a "marketable skill"? Why is it so important'' 

A **Marketab!e skill" means that you have a specific area of expertise which employeis need It 
may be typing, computer programming, medical assisting, or a knowledge of electronics. But 
it IS a skill needed in today's job market. 

It is important because it is a ticket for admission to the job market. Having a marketable skill 
and having no skill may mean tlie difference between employment and unemployment. 

Q. How can a woman benefit from postsecondary education? 

A Women have an average work life of 25 to 45 years In addition, one out of every four households 
is no\v headed by a woman who is the major source of income. Women have just as great a 
need for a good, financially sound, marketable career as men 

Q. Are private career schools only for recent high school graduates? 

A Many types of students attend pnvate trade and t chnical career schools Recent high school 
graduates make up one very large group. Today's pnvate career schools serve women who seek 
to enter or reenter the work force, minonties in search of job mobility, displaced workers who 
need to be retrained for a new occupation, and college graduates seeking a marketable skill, 

Q. Will my career education be iran^fcrablc for college or university credit? 

A The acceptance of credits among postsecondary institut ons is an individual matter and entirely 
left up to them. Many schools and universities have worked out mutual agreements about the 
transfer )f credits. But the only way to find out if a college or university will accept credits 
from a pnvate trade or technical career school, or vice versa, is to ask that particular institution 

Q I'll need financial aid to help get me through. How do I find out what's available? 

A First, many schools assist students in locating part-time jobs to earn money for tuition and fees. 
Many of the jobs are in a field rehted to the field of training Schools may also have information 
on scholarships. 

Several federal financial aid programs are available to students attending accredited schools 
Basically there are three types of programs: grants, loans, wid work-study 

Grants are outright awards to needy students ennjiled in an accredited postsecondary school 
They do not have to be paid back Pell Grants and Supplements! Education Opportunity Grants 
are two such federal programs. 

Lx)ans, he /ever, must be repaid within a specific penod of time after schooling terminates. The 
National Direct Student Loan Program and the Guaranteed Student Loan Program (GSL) are the 
two major programs offered. 

The third financial assistance program is College Woik-Study. The federal government has 
allotted funds to assist needy students earn part of their educational expenses. Jobs are found 
for these students by the school. The employer pays a percentage of the hourly wage and the 
federal govemment pays the remainder This program is administered through the educational 
institution in which the student is enrolled.

'^occupational schools grant degrees? What's the differtnce between a certificate and a degree? 



A Most pn vAie carec! ols do not ofer degrees. Degrees arc more typical of acadcm ic institutions 
which require liberal arts courses Some of these schools, however, do offer associate and 
bachelors degrees Many offer certificates which. like degrees, show that the student has success- 
fully tcmpleted training in a career area But private career school students, in addition to having 
"a pi ce of paper." more importantly ha\e expertise in a career area 

Q If a school says it is accredited, does that mean it is -tpnroved by the government? 

A No. dO red i ration means that a school has .let the criteria of a private educational agency The 
accrediting agency has a commission composed of prominent educators wno volunteer their 
sei-vices to meet regularly and review schools applying for accreditation 

By the way, schools that apply for accreditation do so voluntanly They do not have to become 
..^credited That many do so shows their concern that they offer Quality education to their students. 

The Accrediting Commis^'ion of the National Association of Trade and Technical Schools is 
recognized by the U S. r^cp*^' mem of Education as the agency for the pnvate trade and technical 
career school sector, bu' it is not a government agency or even a partial government agency. 

Many also confuse licensing with accreditation Schools are licensed by the state The stat^ 
department of education visits a schoc. id reviews its operation to see that it is in compliance 
with slate regulations and la'vs In moN( states, schools must *-c licensed (like physicans and 
lawyers) in order to do business. Accreditation is performed a r.u: <'nal agencv which has 
established education stands ds which the school must meet
